And here it ſhould not be forgot, That ſome Jour- 
neymen Maſons ſerved as Volunteers, and only 
got their Meat. The Deacon of the Sclaters, 
and others of his Trade, beſtowed Sclates; and 
he, with ſome of his Trade, cauſed cover the ſaid 
Roof; and a Plumber did his Part, as to Work, all 
gratis: And ſome of the Timber-merchants did 
very generouſly give largely to this Work; and 
tis expected, that the Wrights and Glaſiers will 
contribute in their Way, toward this Undertaking.
